Greenbelt Organizes Bang-up July 4 
Bash: Drums, Concert and Fireworks 


The City of Greenbelt will 
hold special Independence Day 
commemorations for all ages on 
Thursday, July 4 at Buddy Attick 
Lake Park. Everyone is welcome 
to spend the day at the park with 
family and friends and enjoy the 
fireworks display, slated for dusk. 

For this year’s firework fes- 
tivities, the City of Greenbelt is 
using ACE Pyro LLC at a cost of 
$12,000. The city typically allots 
$10,000 to purchase fireworks but 
Public Works employees have 
traditionally set off the displays, 
incurring overtime labor costs. 
ACE Pyro’s proposal includes 
labor costs and permit fees along 
with the standard number of fire- 
works, which will significantly 
reduce the overall cost. 

The display will begin at dark 
(about 9 p.m.) and last 20 to 
30 minutes. Those planning to 
watch at the park are advised to 
come early to claim a viewing 
spot and enjoy a variety of free 
programs and activities during 
the afternoon and evening, in- 
cluding using the playground or 
walking around the park’s 1.25- 
mile wooded trail. Refreshments 
will be sold by Greenbelt’s Babe 
Ruth Baseball, which will offer a 
variety of summer outdoor food 
for sale. 


Drum Circle 

There will be a drum circle 
for all ages at the bandstand 
from 5:30 to 6:45 p.m. People 
are invited to bring a percussion 
instrument of their own or use 
one provided, to join in celebrat- 
ing freedom and the interweav- 
ing of individual rhythms in this 
community drum circle. It will 
be facilitated again this year by 
Katy Gaughan, a certified drum 
circle facilitator, a member of the 
Rhythm Workers Union, who also 
drums in the bands Firewheel and 
Djesben. 

Concert 

The Greenbelt Concert Band 
will take the bandstand from 7:30 
to 8:30 p.m. for a rousing perfor- 
mance of patriotic selections. 

Participants are reminded to 
observe all posted parking regu- 
lations and to cooperate with the 
Greenbelt Police Department, 
which will staff the events at the 
park. For everyone’s safety, at- 
tendees may not bring fireworks 
(including sparklers) or alcohol 
into the park. All are asked to 
recycle using containers available 
in the park or by taking recy- 
clables home with them. 

Buddy Attick Park is on 
Crescent Road near Kenilworth 
Avenue. In case of inclement 


Van Schoonhoven Plaque 
Unveiled on School Lawn

On Saturday, June 15 a plaque 
was unveiled on the front lawn 
of Greenbelt Elementary School 
to honor the memory of Dr. John 
Van Schoonhoven, who was the 
principal of Greenbelt Center 
School from 1975 to 1992. 

In April 1992, a Japanese dog- 
wood tree was planted to com- 
memorate Dr. Van’s 17 years as 
principal of Center School during 
the groundbreaking ceremony at 





the old North End School where 
the new Greenbelt Elementary 
School would be built. 

For whatever reason a com- 
memorative plaque was over- 
looked. The effort to correct 
this oversight was spearheaded by 
Mary Ann Baker, who lives near 
the school. Baker had attended 
the groundbreaking ceremony

Police Guidelines 

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment issues guidelines to ensure 
safety during the holiday celebra- 
tion. A tent with Police Depart- 
ment employees will be set up 
in the grassy area by the main 
parking lot to provide first aid 
and to help with lost and missing 
children. 

No Alcohol/Fireworks 

Do not bring alcoholic bev- 
erages to the park. Alcohol is 
strictly prohibited in all city- 
owned parks and violators will be 
subject to arrest. 

All pets must be on a leash, 
although it is strongly recom- 
mended that pets be left at home. 
In the past, dogs, frightened by 
the fireworks, have panicked, 
bitten people and even run away. 

The guidelines note that fire- 
works are deadly, dangerous and 
illegal. All forms, including 
firecrackers, snakes, sparklers and 
bottle rockets are prohibited by 
law in Greenbelt and throughout 
Prince George’s County. Those 
found in possession of fireworks 
will be subject to arrest with pen- 
alties including fines up to $1,000 
and/or six months in jail. 

For safety and security rea- 
sons, people carrying coolers and 
packages into the park may be

Council Closes Out Year 
2013, Suggests Projects

As usual at this time of 
year, at the June 17 meeting 
the Greenbelt City Council in- 
troduced and passed ordinances 
to close the fiscal year with a 
balanced budget. Later coun- 
cil approved replacing the gym 
floor in the Youth Center and 
discussed Program Open Space 
and legislative action requests for 
the Maryland Municipal League. 

Playground Petition 

Early in the meeting Thea 
Scarato addressed council to say 
she had 50 signatures on a peti- 
tion to finish the new playground 
at Hillside and Laurel Hill roads 
using wood chips instead of 
recycled tires. She requested 
action as well on standing water 
there, which she said is harbor- 
ing mosquito larvae. She said 
parents want the playground re- 
opened soon. 

Mayor Judith Davis, however, 
reminded her that the playground 
there had not yet been officially 
opened, so it could not be con- 
sidered closed for repairs. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
told Scarato that Public Works 
had been scheduled to be there 
the next day to address the water 
issue. 

Budget Adjustments 

Two ordinances on budget 
adjustments were introduced 
at the meeting for first read- 
ing, the rules suspended and the 


ordinances read a second time 
and adopted. In one ordinance 
$450,000 was added to the Gen- 
eral Fund. 

In the other, $100,000 was 
added to the Replacement Fund 
to cover the cost of the street 
sweeper Greenbelt had purchased 
for the Four Cities Coalition. 
Later, the three other cities con- 
tributed a total of 75 percent of 
the cost and this amount needed 
to be added to the Replacement 
Fund to cover the cost of the 
sweeper. 

New Gym Floor 

Council approved the purchase 
of new flooring for the Youth 
Center gym from Miller Flooring 
for $62,178. This amount also 
includes installation of a ventila- 
tion system and the refinishing of 
existing wood benches. Another 
vendor had proposed replacing 
the gym floor only at a cost of 
$61,740. 

The purchase price from Mill- 
er is based on a contract they 
have with Keystone Purchasing 
Network (KPN), which develops 
cooperative purchasing opportuni- 
ties. The city joined KPN last 
February at no cost. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts asked that the contract be 
amended so that the old wood 
is not thrown away but rather

GIVES Volunteers Embody 
The Spirit of Giving Back

“GIVES” .. . one delicate 
syllable, a minuscule exhalation, 
a gentle plosive — an acronym 
which, pronounced, unfolds a 
huge mouthful — Greenbelt Inter- 
generational Volunteer Exchange 
Service. 

GIVES is a volunteer orga- 
nization comprised of Greenbel- 
ters willing to perform various 
tasks to help each other in times 
of need. Since 1995 its mem- 
bers have given and received 
assistance like local transporta- 
tion, meal preparation, shopping 
errands, light housework, yard 
work — even friendly visitations. 

“We really want to see people 
stay in their homes and remain 
independent with the help we 
give,” says Jean Cook, president 
of GIVES. “Our help empow- 
ers the receiver and enriches the 
giver, I am convinced.” 

But a new concern is pressing 
slightly on GIVES volunteers. 
More and more, it seems, those 
who assist are as elderly as those 
who receive assistance. Instead 
of younger members shouldering 
most of the work, it seems as if 
“the hale elderly are caring for 


the frail elderly,” as Barbara Ron- 
deau, longtime volunteer, nicely 
puts it. “We need fresh blood.” 

“It would be good to see more 
people able to provide service as 
well as receive service; we would 
welcome young newcomers but 
we don’t intend to step down,” 
Cook smiled. 

GIVES has 211 members who 
give and/or get help. Some 30 
or 40 seniors get service on a 
regular basis, according to Cook. 

Few Expenses 

Since GIVES is a volunteer 
organization, “we don’t have 
many expenses,” Cook said. “We 
are under the financial umbrella 
of the city; it gives us a small 
space in the senior lounge of the 
Greenbelt Community Center and 
a phone. There are no salaries, 
of course,” Cook explained. 

Cook is grateful to Christal 
Batey, president of GAIL (Green- 
belt Assistance In Living), an- 
other volunteer organization, for 
writing a grant which brought 
funding to GIVES as well as to 
GAIL. “We got a new transport

GIVES, the all-volunteer, no- 
fee service, has been good to 
me. I am wholeheartedly looking 
forward to giving back. 

Six months ago, as I was 
waiting for Dorry, my partner, 
to come home after her ankle 
surgery, I frantically googled to 
find local support for whatever I 
might need when she came home. 
I didn’t know what it would be, 
but as caregiver, I knew I could 
not do it alone, without sup- 
port of some kind. Even though 
we had lived in Greenbelt for 
20 years, I had never heard of 
GIVES or GAIL. 

I approached the GIVES “of- 
fice” and signed up as a member, 
explaining that I was “in need” 
(of what to be determined) and 
couldn’t reciprocate for awhile. 
That was fine I was told. Over 
the next few months I managed 
fairly well — appreciated the two 
appointments with the social 
worker at GAIL — but there came 
a time when I needed a ride to a 
routine colonoscopy. 

GIVES hooked me up with a 
wonderful member who brought 
me there and later in the day 
brought me home. Imagine, 
a total stranger! I called on 
GIVES again to help get Dorry’s 
wheelchair in and out of my car 
so she could go with me to the 
Kale Festival. As it turns out, 
the GIVES member lives in my 
court, had planned to go to the 
festival and, fortunately, was able 
to do the heavy lifting. I had a 
great time, thanks to GIVES. 

Now that Dorry’s out of her 
cast and has started physical ther- 
apy, I can imagine, in the not too 
distant future, having more time 
to do things and one of them is 
to give back. 

Thanks, GIVES, for your help 
and support when I needed it. 
Looking forward to giving back! 

Thanks also to the City of 
Greenbelt for their support of 
GIVES and GAIL.

Co-ops Are Not 
Charities 


Co-ops are businesses, not 
charities. We should endeavor 
to pay salaries to the people who 
put in time and work for the co- 
op. The cashiers at the Greenbelt 
Co-op Supermarket are all paid. 
The cashiers at the cooperative 
café bar should be paid. (The 
minimum wage for bar workers 
and others who work for tips is 
under $4 per hour in Maryland.) 
When I suggested this at the 
general meeting, there was strong 
applause. 

It 1s weird for a co-op not 
to pay its cashiers. Five years 
ago, the New Deal Café was in 
big debt; doing weird things was 
crucial for survival. That was 
five years ago. Now both the bar 
and the food service appear to be 
successful. We should be able to 
pay $4 per hour to the cashiers 
at the bar. 

We should also be able to pay 
$4 per hour to the musicians. It 
would be a modest and appropri- 
ate addition to tips. Some of the 
bands receive modest amounts 
in tips; others receive little. It 
is the bands that bring in many 
customers both for drinks and 
for food. 

Sound men operate the sound 
equipment for the music. They 
Should be paid for their work. 
The organizer for the monthly art 
exhibit on the walls should be 
paid for her work. Co-ops are 
not charities. The organizer for 
the monthly art exhibit and the 
sound men should not be treated 
as philanthropists. 

President Franklin D. Roos- 
evelt signed the Fair Labor Stan- 
dards Act 75 years ago this week. 
Roosevelt offered a simple frame- 
work, both moral and patriotic. 
“A self-supporting and self-re- 
specting democracy can plead no 
justification for the existence of 
child labor, no economic reason 
for chiseling workers’ wages or 
stretching workers’ hours.” 

This should hold double for 
co-ops. Pay all workers. 

Hopefully, these issues will be 
discussed at a special membership 
meeting

Program Open Space 

Greenbelt will receive 
$125,987 in Program Open Space 
(POS) funds from the county in 
Fiscal Year 2014. This brings the 
city’s balance of unencumbered 
funds to $385,235. It has already 
designated projects for another 
$826,096 in previously acquired 
funds. 

Staff has proposed three de- 
velopment projects, including 
Youth Center gym improvements; 
facility upgrades, such as for the 
HVAC system to the Community 
Center; and improvements to the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center, such 
as adding a sliding board, consid- 
ering a splash pool and installing 
a new roof on the indoor pool. 
To provide sufficient funding for 
these projects, staff also proposed 
transferring some funds from the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
Renovation and Expansion and 
the Buddy Attick Park Master 
Plan Improvement projects, both 
on hold at this time. 

Roberts objected to shifting 
funds away from these proj- 
ects, especially that for Springhill 
Lake. He also expressed concern 
about the increased destruction to 
the state’s forests and wetlands, 
which he said were being de- 
stroyed “like never before.” 

He said years ago the state 
spent POS money on real open 
space but that now it is usu- 
ally spent on construction proj- 
ects, which he opposes. He said 
the city is supporting the state’s 


policy by indulging it and that 
money for the suggested projects 
should come from city revenue, 
not POS funds. Councilmember 
Ed Putens reminded Roberts that 
the city has used POS funds to 
acquire land for the city. He 
thought taking care of recreation- 
al facilities now is a good use of 
the funds. Councilmember Leta 
Mach noted that the state likes 
construction projects because they 
create jobs. 

McLaughlin explained that the 
city could ask for reprogramming 
of encumbered funds so they 
could be used for land acquisi- 
tion, should an opportunity arise. 

The county requires that FY14 
money be split evenly between 
acquisition and development proj- 
ects and the city staff has also 
suggested one generally stated 
acquisition project. 

When the mayor called for a 
vote, Roberts was the only one 
to vote against the motion to ap- 
prove the staff recommendations. 

MML Requests 

Council discussed items of 
statewide interest to submit for 
action by the Maryland Municipal 
League (MML) in 2014. Staff 
thought limiting the number of 
submissions to two would bring 
a better chance of having MML’s 
Legislative Committee select 
them. Ideas included renewing 
a fund to support installation of 
electric charging stations, support 
for other alternative fuels and 
alternative revenue sources such 
as an internet sales tax. 

After some discussion, Mach 
made a motion to submit solar 
energy incentives and to renew 
the fund to support electric charg- 
ing stations, which could be tied 
to tourism, she said, to make it 
more appealing to state officials. 
The motion carried with a unani- 
mous vote.

Temporary “No Parking” 
signs will be posted on streets 
surrounding the park. Vehicles 
parked in these areas will be 
towed. 

Because of ongoing con- 
Struction and loose soil, mo- 
torists should not plan to park 
alongside Kenilworth Avenue 
to watch the fireworks. Those 
parking adjacent to Kenilworth 
should make sure the car is 
completely off the roadway or 
risk being required to move. 
The roadway must remain clear 
for passage of emergency ve- 
hicles. 

Traffic Regulations 

When the fireworks are over, 
exiting traffic will be redirected 
outbound on Crescent Road to- 
ward Kenilworth Avenue. Traf- 


fic from Kenilworth Avenue will 
not be allowed onto Crescent 
Road until most cars have left 
the area. 

Motorists exiting the Beltway 
will not be allowed to proceed 
north on Kenilworth Avenue. 
I-95 traffic will be directed onto 
southbound Kenilworth Avenue. 
Motorists heading for the Old 
Greenbelt area can take Green- 
belt Road. 

If the fireworks begin on 
time and no problems devel- 
op, these temporary changes in 
traffic patterns should last no 
longer than from about 9:45 to 
10:30 p.m. 

For safety reasons registered 
boaters on the lake will need 
to remain behind the temporary 
buoys that will be in place. 
Boats not registered with the 
city will not be allowed on the 
lake. 

Calls for Information 

Residents are asked not to 
call the police dispatcher to 
inquire “What time are the fire- 
works?” or the effect any in- 
clement weather might have. 
Police telephone lines must 
be kept open for those with 
emergencies or for other police- 
related concerns. 

Those needing additional in- 
formation for any recreational 
event should call the Greenbelt 
Recreation Department at 301- 
474-0646.

The unveiling ceremony was 
followed by a reception attended 
by many of Dr. Van’s colleagues, 
friends and neighbors. Mayor 
Judith Davis, Councilmembers 
Mach, Emmett Jordan and Kon- 
rad Herling paid tribute to Dr. 
Van at the unveiling.

chair — light, portable, it folds 
up,” Cook beamed. 

Cook has a regular client, 
a woman with arthritis whose 
laundry she picks up, does and 
returns. Another temporary client 
is a gentleman with a broken leg. 
“Tonight Pll clean his apartment; 
when he gets his cast off, he 
won’t need me,” she said. 

“I’m going to receive my first 
service, too, soon! I know a 
woman who is getting her PhD 
in horticulture or ecology — and 
she is going to teach me how to 
garden ecologically. She’s the 
kind of person who doesn’t “plant 
grass’ — she ‘creates a meadow,’” 
Cook laughed. 

Volunteer Spirit 

Worried that “more and more 
newcomers to Greenbelt are not 
getting the Greenbelt spirit of 
volunteering,” Cook is convinced 
that “GIVES is what Greenbelt 
stands for.” She remembers viv- 
idly the night she and her fam- 
ily “learned what Greenbelt is 
about.” 

In January of 1972, her home 
in Boxwood was gutted by fire. 
Jean, her husband Ed, their two 
sons Ed and Frank, scurried out 
in the middle of the night and 
took asylum across the street in 
the home of then-mayor Dick 
Pilski. 

Call it what you want — be- 
ing a good Samaritan, being a 
mensch, learning what Greenbelt 
is about — “call the GIVES office 
at 301-507-6580 and join up,” 
advises Cook.

Dan Hamlin’s Vietnam Talk 
Saturday to 


In March former 
Community Church 
pastor Dan Hamlin 
journeyed to Vietnam 
with a few Vietnam 
veterans and anti- 
war activists to learn 
from that war-torn 
country various ways 
for reconciliation, 
healing and peace. 
As part of Green- 
belt’s Peace Month 
commemorations, 
Hamlin will show slides and tell 
stories as he seeks answers to the 
question of how Vietnam is do- 
ing now. The program will take 
place on Saturday, June 29 from 
2 to 4 p.m. in the Multipurpose 
Room at the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Center. 

How can the Vietnamese set 
aside old hostilities and embrace 
former enemies if Americans can 
still debate the long-ago Civil 
War? Hamlin’s trip was spon- 
sored by a group called Core 
Viet Nam. The trauma gener- 
ated by the Vietnam war exacted 
a toll on families, communi- 
ties and the entire population. 
Wherever the group traveled, 
however, the Vietnamese wel- 
comed them warmly, showing 
virtually no bitterness or resent- 
ment.

tervene in the trau- 
ma of the late war 
through small guided 
tours, believing it 
important for veter- 
ans and civilians to 
travel together in ac- 
knowledgement that 
wars are waged by 
entire nations, not 
just by their soldiers. 
The group visited 
cultural and historic 
sites and battlefields 
from Ho Chi Minh City to Ha- 
noi, meeting with many Vietnam- 
ese veterans. 

Hamlin retired in June 2012 as 
pastor of Greenbelt Community 
Church, United Church of Christ 
after 28 years. Far from new to 
peace-making activities, he has 
been involved in such work since 
his arrival in Greenbelt through 
activities with The Greenbelt 
Interfaith Leadership Association, 
the Rumi Forum in DC and the 
Advisory Board of the Institute 
of Islamic and Turkish Studies in 
Fairfax, Va. (The latter two are 
Muslim organizations inspired by 
Fethullah Gilen.) 

Hamlin is also a volunteer 
with Church World Service, an 
interdenominational relief and 
development agency, whose pro- 
grams he visited in Kenya in 
2010.

For the Jim Cassels Award

For each of the past seven 
years, the Greenbelt Consumer 
Cooperative has given a check of 
$1,000 to an organization to carry 
out a project that will positively 
impact the lives of the people 
who live in Greenbelt. This year 
the recipient of the Jim Cassels 
Community Service Award will 
receive a check of $1,200. 

Since its creation in 2006, the 
Jim Cassels Community Service 
Award has funded a variety of 
projects. The increased monetary 
award for 2014 will continue 
honoring the legacy of Jim Cas- 
sels, Greenbelt’s Outstanding 
Citizen of 1978 and organizer of 
the Greenbelt Consumer Coopera- 
tive in 1984. 

Organizations, cooperatives 
and local groups are encouraged 
to begin thinking of a project to 
implement next year that would 
benefit Greenbelt and then to 
apply for the $1,200 award by 
the October 15 deadline. Past 
awardees have undertaken a wide 
range of activities, all of them 
fitting tributes to the memory of 
Jim Cassels and his legacy of 
community involvement. 

Recent Awardees 

The Friends of Still Creek, the 
most recent Jim Cassels Commu- 
nity Service Awardee, developed 
an educational project in partner- 
ship with Greenbelt Elementary 
School. The multi-dimensional 
project included hands-on ac- 
tivities for the students to help 
educate them about the natural 
environment and their local wa- 
tershed. Activities included a 
field trip to Indian Creek, plant- 
ing and harvesting a vegetable 
garden at the school and encour- 
aging recycling. 

Last year the Chesapeake Edu- 
cation, Arts and Research Soci- 
ety (CHEARS) used its grant to 


purchase equipment to provide 
outdoor classrooms and raised 
handicapped gardening tables at 
the Three Sisters Demonstration 
Gardens project outside Greenbelt 
Community Center. 

The 2010 Jim Cassels Com- 
munity Service Award funded 
a Greenbelt Association for the 
Visual Arts/Greenbelt Access 
Television (GAVA/GATE) art and 
animation project, which later 
received grants as well from the 
county and the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Foundation. In their 
project, young people ages 10 to 
15 created an animated video that 
was screened as part of the city’s 
75th Anniversary celebration. 

Friends of New Deal Café Arts 
(FONDCA) used its grant to fund 
the first year of the Eileen Peter- 
son Youth Music Series, which 
offers young musicians from local 
schools the opportunity to perform 
in Roosevelt Center. 

Tennis Lessons 

The Greenbelt Tennis Asso- 
ciation provided tennis lessons 
for young people with its grant. 
The Greenbelt Climate Action 
Network and the Beaverdam Wa- 
tershed Watch Group used their 
grants for programs and equip- 
ment that encourage people to be 
environmentally responsible. 

The recipient of the 2014 
Jim Cassels Community Service 
award will be announced at the 
cooperative’s annual meeting on 
November 3.

This school year’s fundraiser ends 
at the end of June, so a figure 
has not yet been released.
